DEATH OF MR. WILLIAM FISHER. 

For some months past, Mr. William Fish- 
er, of the Fort, lOaciuinialt, has been 
seriously ill, his friends being extremely 
anxious as to his condition. He was latter- 
ly removed to Fern Hill, lCHi|uimalt road, 
t lie residence of his aon-in law, lion. t:. 10. 
I'ooley, Q.C, where In; e.xjiiicd ]ii>t nii^hl, 
the iininediute c.ut.sa ot death being \veiU;en- 
iug of llie action of the lieart. Mr. Kishcr 
waa the oldest son of Mr. William Fislier, 
of the County of Cundierland, ICngland, 
and claimed descent from a lirother of 
Bishop Fii-lier, of Rochester, who was ex- 
ecuted during the reign of Henry VIIL He 
was liorn March 10, 1811, and, on leaving 
school, served his apprenticeship with Aid. 
J, N. Woods, of Liverpool, acquiring the 
freedojai'bfrtfaat borough and obtaining, lat- 
er 'du,</''tKai of the respective cities 
of yBrlstoli Wexford and Waterford. 

He entered in 1832 the influential firm of 
William Fisher & Son, of Liverpool, as jun- 
ior partner. The fitm owned .the Quebec 
and Montreal line of ' stesjiiers which was 
superseded by theweU known .'.'Allan . line. 
In 1848 he was .elected to, the /Liverpool 
town couAoUi becoiBliil;' a 'menibor of the 
Liverpool Dock committee (now the Mersey 
Harbour lioard), in 1849. He served upon 
the Poor Law Commission for a number of 
yej,rs, was a director of several insurance 
companies, a ineinber of Lloyd's committee 
for tlie elassificatioii of shipping, of the com- 
mittee of tlio Ship Owners Association, of 
tho .Ship Building Conimittcc, in addition 
to which ho was prominently connected with 
a number of philautrophic, literary, and 
other institution-'. Ho first arrived in Brit- 
ish Columbia in ISGO, being a delegate to 
England in the year succeeding, with tho 
object of securing Imperial aid ami 
a mail subsidy for improved postal 
coniniutiication. He returned lo British 
Columbia in ISG.*? and settled in Esquimalt. 
He w.ia a member of the committee (aided 
by tloveinor ICcnnedy), l6r e.tpiortiig^ Van- 
couver Island; chairman of the board of 
education of Ksquimalt and (,'raigflower; 
a road commissioner, etc. Ho was an un- 
successful candidate in 1871 for the repre- 
sentation of Kaquimalt in tlie Provincial 
Legislature, to which he was returned at 
til" general election of 1874, liii and bis 
CO. league, Mr. F. Williams, defeating their 
opponents, Messrs. Robert Weir and Dr. 
Foster. Mr. Fisher had considerable 
ability as a public man and a citizen, 
hia att linnients gaining for him a very con- 
siderable amount of respect and confidence. 
He served for many years as a J. P. at 
Esquimalt, his decisions, particularly on 
shipping matters, being in almost all cases 
upheld. In 1844 > he married the second 
daughter of John Birch, a leading cotton 
spinner of Manchester, among the surviving 
meniliers of his /family being Mr. I. B. 
Fisher, manager .of "the Bank of British 
Columbia at Ifew Wastminster, and Mrs. 
Pooley, wife of Hon. C. E. Pooley. Tho 
funeral will take.: place, on Thursday, at 
I o'clock, frdm the. residence of Mr. Pooley. 
After service at Esquimalt tho body will be 
interred at Ross Bay cemetery.

Some Italian subjects 
acquitted by tho American magiatrates 
Iiave been murdered in prison, while under 
the immediate protection of tho authorities. 
Our right therefore to demand and obtain 
the punishment of tho murderers and in- 
.'deihnity for the victims is unquestioned; I 
wish to add that public opinion in'Italy is 
justly impatient, and if provisions wore not 
at once taken, I should find myself under 
the painful necessity of showing openly 
our dissaliafactioa hyjrecalling the minister 
of His Majesty fro]U''a;^nfttry ''-'where ho is 
not to obtain justice. ' 

"(Signed) "Rudi.si." 
The intimation of the Marquia Rudini 
that tho telegram ii question waa delivered 
in strict confidence ia a total error. Aa the 
telegram expressed tht3 demand of the 
1 tulian government, it waa impossible that 
tho Marquia Rudini should transmit it in 
strict coufidi ace. Aa I have already stated, 
it was comtnunicated to me in person by 
Baron Fava, written in English, 
in his own handwriting without a sugges- 
tion of privacy, and that the telegram itself 
luia not a single mark upon it denoting its 
confidential character. I have ordered a 
niunber of copies of tho telegram to be lor- 
wartled to you, to-day, in fac dmiU. The 
usual mark for Italic printing was used by 
inc under four lines and they appear in the 
copies. You will use the facsimilct in such 
a manner as will most eflfectuuUy prove the 
error into which tho Marauis Rudini has 
fallen. (Signed) Blaine.

Murdered by a Socialist. 
Uresdes, May 2. — One of the money or- 
der postmen, who start ed with .SO.OflO 
marks for delivery, was proceeding "on nis 
way, as usual, yesterday, having an order 
for a small amount for Herr Mehlert, a So- 
cialist, well-known for his violent speeches. 
The postman euterod bis lodgings to pay it. 
As bo opened the door. Mehlert sprang 
from behind it and dealt him a blow with a 
hatchet, which felled hini to the floor. After 
a desperate struggle, the postman escaped 
into the street and gave the alarm. A num- 
ber of gen d'ar'niti ■ . were ' soon upon the 
scene, and entered the- house to seize tho 
would-be ussassin. Mehlert mounted to 
the garret, where he barricaded himself, 
aud, armed with a pistol, ho defied the of- 
ficers to take him. Three of the latter were 
shot as they mounted the 8tAifs,.aad fell to 
the bottom seriously -wounded. As the 
gc.u d'ariiies wero about to force an entrance 
through the windows, Melilert, seeing he 
was sure to bo captured, hanged himself to 
a rafter. When the gen d'armes appeared 
upon the scene, life -was, found to be' ex- 
tinct.

In a nioinciit the chamber waa in an uproar, 
the membera of the right hurling execra- 
tions at the head of M. Roclio, while the 
Radical deputies of the extreino left cheer- 
ed and npjilaudod their colleague. 
In tho midst of the coiifnsioii 
tlio chamber voted ati order of ceiianrc and 
exclusion against the Ra<lical deputy. No 
sooner had this been done than M. Roche, 
shaking his clenched fists at tho heada of 
the Conservalivea, and mnking his voice 
clearly heard aliovo the din, which had 
now become torrilic, in sloutorian touea de- 
nounced them aa "vnrlcts worthy their 
master."

TIio air of gaunt niisory 
whicli Biiriouiiileil last year's piiraJ u wiia not 
moticeable to-day, and, if appourauoes count 
for anylhini;, tlio British workman is better 
olY now lliau lie was a year ai^u, aespile the 
American tarifl" law and the iullux of conti- 
neutttl cheap labor. 

The procession started from Weslnuiister 
at 2 o'clojlc, and at this hour, ti o'clocl;, the. 
rear portions ore still straggling lowunls the 
park. The speaking in tlie park begin, 
iowerer, at an eurly houri the au hencr 
•onatantly inoreaaing. It is -estimated that 
300,000 people took pan in the demonatia- 
tion. There were over 2,000 banners cur- 
ried, some of .fliem quite gorgeous, and 110 
bands furnished music to inspire the march. 
-The "Marsefllajse" was the favorite tune. 
TUe socialists were out in nrealcr force than 
last year or «ver before. They occupied a 
place set aport in the parlc, and indulged in 
somewhat inilttramatory speeplies. 

Thcro wore no police inside the park, but 
the vicinity outside was s\\arn.ing with 
them. There was no more occusion for 
their Hcnrice than on any ordinary festival 
^^y, and exerything passed off well. No 
hitch occurred in the management of tlie 
puradc, and there was no diBturbanoo along 
the route. , . , 

In the West ICnd, windows of cluUS and 
fashionable residences were filled with 
spectators, who were not subjected to the 
threats and insults hurled at them by the 
crowd that passed tl>at way on May day, 
Sunday a ycai ago. Among the proi'csHiou- 
ists were about 1,000 women. The bpucehe.s 
of tlie leaders of the unions were nioderato 
in tone.

^en, IVomen aud Childrou Shot 
Down by ihe Troops at 
fourmies. 



'the Soldiers Chareed With Wautoii 
Inhumanity— The Topulace 
Thirstint; For Eeveuge. 



Paris, May 3.— The details of the labor 
troubles at Fourmies have immensely 
keightcned the political importauce 
•f ' the incident. The fact that 
aix women, several children, and 
eight men were killed on the spot, 
while 20 persona were Herioualy ^^•oluulel!, 
several fatiilly, gives the ufl'aii- the charivctcr 
of a massacre. The troops were drawn np 
on the streets and exposed to stone throw 
ing, and they replied with volleys from 
their rifles, inflicting frightful woands oh 
the victims. The liouaes exposed to their 
fire were riddled, and there is every sign of 
reckless and wanton inhumanity shown by 
the trQops. 

The local popular commotion is intense, 
and it finds response in growing excitement 
in every working center. Fourmies is, to 
night, pructioiiUy in a state of siege. Cav 
airy patrol the streets and are everywhere 
greeted with yells of reprobation from 
cited groups of men and women. The ten- 
sion of feeling may bo judged from the fact 
'iithat the military were luiled with cries of 
" Vive Prussia." 

The funeral of tlio victims was fixed for 
io-day, but the enorjuoua number of work 
men arriving from other industrial centers 
eaiised the goverbineBt to send ior rein- 
forcements iind order the postpoaenieut 
of ;the funerals until to-morrow. The prefect 
to-day received a deputation asking for the 
removal of.the'regiinent that .fired upoo the 
crowd. . ; " 

','A' section of the Left and the Socialist 
aild Boulan'gist' deputies will join in a de- 
miind for a vote of censure against Constans, 
minister of the interior, as responsible for 
the slaughter. A majority of tbo flight and 
Loft approves generally of the ■ meavures of 
,r.epre8si6n ^ taken by Constuns Hhrenghout 
'^the'.coimti^r.but will advocate inquiry into 
the conduct of the troops at Fourmies. 
Parliamentary circles view the afifair us 
shaking the position of the ministry. 

Labor centers throughout France are pro- 
fomidly moved, and public meetings here 
and at Marseilles, Lyons aud elsewhere are 
being organized to protest against the pre- 
oipitato action of the authorities. 

The commnnder at Fourmies, in his re- 
port to the minister of war on the May-day 
troubles, assumes .full responsibility for the 
action of the troops. He says he only or- 
dered firing when the troops were in danger 
of being kuled or disarmed. *"

When they can bo pro- 
cured, wood ashes muke a splendid fertilizer 
fur small fruits.

Plant all .-iiiiull fruits in long rows, Kuflici- 
ently far apurt to admit of using the culli- 
vatur in giving tlic necessary cultivation.

They 
will grow anil thrive better than in the sun. 
StruHberrics should be three and u half feet 
' apart, and one foot in the vow. Currants 
and goosfberries should be live feet apart 
antl three feet in the rows, while raspberries 
and blackberries should have l!ie rows aix 
ftet apart and be set three feet in tho rows. 
It i.-i best always to give jilenty of room. 
i>y using the culiiratur the work of koi-ping 
clean and in good tilth can bo materially re- 
duced Managed in this way, a good supply 
of small fruits c;in be secured at u very 
small expense, and every farm slioulil have 
a good supply.

With this simple tool you can mark out 
rows from one to three, four or more feet 
apart. The soil should be made fine, smooth 
aud level, und after planting is done must 
bo raked over smooth to obliterate foot 
niorks as well as row marks. All this work 
must bo dono by walking backward, and 
then the whole plat v/ill bo clear. 

INTKUESTINfi AND TKUK. 

A man experienced in tree culture, and a 
scieutiiic observer, has niiulo this experi- 
ment. Its results are worthy of careful at- 
tention and demand the' thinking cap as 
well. He had an iron box made and sunk 
nearly level with the surrounding surface: < 
This liox was filled with earth, accurately" < 
weighed in. In this eurth within this bo:^' 
he planted a young tree, which was also 
weighed at time of transplanting. Tile tree 
flourished, for it wan ciirefuUy nurtured,and 
when it bud increased many tiincs in stature 
it was tftlien from the box and weighed. Its 
increase was about twenty fold. Then the 
earth within the iron box was weighed 
again, aud almost to an ounce tallied with, 
its original weight. From whence camo the 
added weight and growth of the tree ? The 
suhhad risen and the night had set upon it, 
neither,' however, bringing any substance. 
Nothing had been added to tho earth within 
the box but water, and that, clear and pure. 
Evidently the tree had appropriated nothing 
from the earth which iield it. Yet it is not 
possible that water, with the air and its 
diurnal changes, are alone.suiBcientto mako 
a tree. It would be well in. the next expori- 
uienc of this sort to analyze the soil in the 
box before the tree is planted and make a 
subsequent analysis when the tree is re- 
moved, for it may be that there is a chemi- 
cal reaction between the water and the sidts 
of the earth which prodiieei subsranco. If 
this be so, it were a thing well for ua to 
know, we who so much depend upon water 
for bringing to ua the ripened fruits of tho 
earth. 

WHAT A.s I.SCIl OK KAIN .MEANS. 

Few people can form a definite idea of 
what is involved in the expression, "on inch 
of rain." It may aid such to follow this 
curious calculation : An. .acre is equal ta- 
6,272.640 square inches ; , an . inch deep of 
water .on this area will be as many cubic 
inches of water, which, at ;Si27 to.the gallon, 
18 22,000 gitllons.'. This'' immense quantity 
of wnter will weigh ^,000 pbntids, or 100 
tons. Ouo-bundredtbrof an'inch'.(Q.01Xal6n» ' 
is equal to one-tenth of water to the acre.

MH. WILMOrS REPORT. 

The special report of Mr. .S. Wilmot. on 
the salmbn fishery and fishery regulniionB 
of Frasor River, B. C, is incUuled in the 
annual report of the Depiu Uiient of Fisher- 
ies of the Dominion of Canada. British Col- 
un.biuns.wlio nietMr. Wilmot here, iuAuR- 
nst, of last year, will be surprised to find 
that his visit to this province was an officiul 
one,- nnd tlmt ho could, after taking what 
may be considered very little more llian u 
glance at two or three canning eatablisli- 
ments, eonsider himself competent to report 
on so important and so diflScult a subject us 
tho salmon fishing of the Fraser River. 
When Mr. VVilmot was in Victoria he as 
sured persons who spoke to him that liis 
visit to tho Pacific coast was not official. To 
the Colonist representutive, wlioni he fav- 
ored with un interview, ho said: 

"He winlicd it to be tindcrstood that he 
was not licre in an ofliciid oiipacity, but 
since he was here he had combined business 
with pleasure. * * * Though he was 
not speaking ofiicially he knew that the 
Dcpaitmcnt desirnl to carry out «s far as 
pnicticablu the wishes of the caniiers, but it 
was difficult to discover in tho multitude of 
their counsels what was actually required." 

The very first sentence of Mr. Wilmot's 
Report shows that, whatever other virtues 
tliat ofiieial may possess, candor is not one 
of them. The report is addressed to the 
Hon. Charles H. Tupper and bcRins: 

"In accordance icilh yonr ins/ ruction", in 
August last I virated the I'raser River, in 
British Columbia, to invcstinate certain 
matters rcLiting to tho fishery regulations 
as applied to the taking of salmon by the 
several companies engaged in the canning 
inrim^try." 

So tlic rc;\(lor sees that Mr. Wilmot's 
visit to IJritish Columbia uas oiiicial; that 
ha came to this province for the express 
purpose of enquiring into tho way in which 
tho fishery was conducted. We nmst con- 
fess that wo cannot see why ho wished 
British Columbians distinctly to under- 
stand tliat he did not come hero in his of- 
ficial capacity. It might be thought that a 
trusted official of the Department of Marine 
and Fisherics would he ready to let every 
one know that he did come on business, 
and that he would spend some time 
in collecting information from the 
men in the province wlio knew 
most about tho salmon fishery 
and the methods of the canncrs. But Mr. 
Wilmot evidently did not set any value on 
the knowledge which those engaged in the 
fishery, and those who have had the best op- 
portunities of seeing how it has been eon- 
ducted, have gained by long experience and 
oloss observation. All that he needed to 
get the knowledge which the Department 
required to regulate the salmon fishery was 
to spend two dnys visiting the canneries, 
combining business with pleasure. The 
tedious jirocesses which commissioners of 
enquiry (Consider necessary to enable 
them to come to rational aud reliable con- 
clusions, Mr. S. Wilmott found he could 
dispense with. He wanted uo testimony 
from men of experience. Conferences with 
men whose business brought them in close 
relations with canners and flahennen would 
not, in his opinion, aid hini in the least. 
He could collect mare information 
in his two day's combined pleasure 
ancl business trip than British Columbians 

, who are regarded as shrewd aud intelli- 

' gent could in half a life time. 

Wo do not know wliat tlie Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries and tlie other mem- 
bers of the Government think of Mr. 
Wilmot's mode of conducting an investiga- 
tion, but they must not wonder when they 
find that British Columbians regard a re- 
port based on information gained in such a 
way as unworthy tho consideration of men 
of sense. 

That Mr. \\ ilmot's report should be full 
of inaccuracies and of eoncluBiona that are 
not warranted by facts, is what was to be 
expected. There is not a man livuig who 
in two days could collect sufficient informa- 
tion to guide the Department in drawing up 
regulations lor the Fraaer River salmon 
fishery. The subject is admitted to bo a 
diflScult one. Men who have for years been 
engaged in it find it hard to come to an in- 
■telligent conclusion with regard to some 
matters connected with it, what then is the 
worth of the conclusions of n man whose 
practical knowledge of tho operations con- 
nected with the salmon canning industries 
of the Fraser RivQr is derived from a com- 
bined bu8iao88~ and pleasure trip of two 
days' duration among the canneries } 

Mr. Wilmot's report contains illustrations 
of what lie qBll8.,the,wanton waste of the 
fisli. Those illustrations are, we are in- 
formed by every cannei- we have spoken to, 
most iniccurate and nii.sleuding. Tlio 
(iovcrnmcnt's oiiicial thinks it jMoper in tlic 
report to speak .of, the "avarice of the 
packers," of ■ " tbe selfish and grasping jier- 
Bons engaged in the trade," of the 
"avaricious fishermen," &o., yet he uc- 
cuaoi tliese avaricious, grasping and selfish 
men of throwing away some of the very liest 
portions of tho (ish they puck. The illus- 
tration shows that quite a large part of ilio 
fish near the tail is thrown away, and, witli 
the head, is out off quite n quantity of 



what, everyone knows, is the most de- 
licious part of tho fish. Mr. Wilmot's com- 
plaint does not agree with those of certain 
English merchants, who, wishing to find an 
excuse for repudiating inconvenient con- 
tracts they bad made with Fraser River 
canncrs, declared that the cans contained 
" too many tail pieces." According to Mr. 
Wilmot's illustration, Fraser BiyWrrCBM 
could not contain a single tail piece." 'lii 
the text he says : " The tail is then cut olT 
near tho vent" The part of the salmon 
above the vent cannot be called its tail. 

If iMr. \Vilniot hud not been in such a 
hurry he would have found that itwas these 
greedy, grasping, avatioious canners who 
suggested what have been found to' he the 
most efrectna! means of protecting tho sal- 
mon. It was, wo underatand, tlio canners 
who advocated making the Sumas River the 
tid.il limit of the fishery. It was they who 
maintained that drift-nets only should be 
used, und it was at their suggestion that a 
weekly close timewos estoblished. These 
men, whom the Fishery Department have 
denounced in such severe terms, have re- 
frained from resorting to any of the destruc- 
tive methods of fishing that have been prac- 
tised on the Colunibia River. Traps and 
seines and wheels wore never used on the 
Frasor, and no law is required to prevent 
their introdnction. Tho canners and fisher- 
men, themselves, would take a summary 
way of showing any one who attempted to 
use these destructive ways of catching fish 
that they would not bo allowed on the Fra- 
ser River. 

The canners and tho fishermen of the Fra- 
ser River are quite as alive to the necessity 
of protecting the salmon as is any member 
or any olficial of the Covernment. All that 
they ask is that tlic regulations that arc or- 
dained for that purpose shall bo intelligent- 
ly and fairly fromed, and that they shall bo 
based on a knowledge of the circuni- 
stances under which tho fishery 
is prosecuted. In order that 

this sliall be done elVectivcly they have 
asked for a coinmiasion composed of im- 
partial and well qualilied men to make tho 
necessary investigations. This is surely not 
an unreasonable request. The salmon 
fishery is a n'.ost important industry, nnd 
the canners have a large amount of capital 
invested in it. They, not unreasonably, as 
we tliink, believe tliat tlieir interests are 
deserving of some consideration at tlie 
hands of the Government, and that they 
should not be left at the mercy of an ill- 
informed ofBcial, who believes that he can 
get all the information which the depart- 
ment requires for their regulation in a two 
days' holiday cruise on the Fraser. 

Want of space and not want of matter 
prevents our commenting on Mr. Wilmot's 
report at greater length. 



LABOR MOVEMENTS. 

Notliing very remarkable took place 
either in Eurepe or America on May Day. 
Those who believed that great demonstra- 
tions of working-men, attended in some 
places by violence, would have taken place 
on tliat (lay were disappointed. We hare 
heard that ignorant miners who were dis- 
contciiteil with their position were a.s-nred 
that something wonderful was to happen on 
the first day of May which would hasten 
their emancipation. But miners and other 
working-men Jiave found that reforms could 
be cirected iiuich more speedily and certainly 
by peaceful and friendly means than by 
treating capitalists and employers as their 
enemies, or by using physical force. Work- 
ing-men, as well as employers, are beeinning 
to understand their own interests better than 
they did in the past. They see now that if 
they are both to prosper and that, if society 
is to hold together, class must not be arrayed 
against class, but tliat tliey must he mutu- 
ally helpful. No class can e.xpe.;t to 
have everything its own way. When 
one sot of men attempts to force 
another set to yield to its demands, there is 
sure to be resistance, nnd the struggle is, for 
a long time, uncertain and sure to be pro- 
ductive of loss and suH'ering. Wlieii, at 
last, the battle is won, even the victors find 
that they have not gained much that was 
worth contending for. It is, wo think, this 
conviction generally felt, but not universally 
acknowledged, that was the cause of May 
day passing ofT so quietly. 

The appointment of a labor commisstou 
by the Government of Great Britain may be 
regarded a.s an epoch in the labor movement. 

Wo ace, from the London Times, that : 

" The Coiiimia.sioncis ar<i to eti(|uire into 
the questions ali'ecting tlie rehitions between 
employees and employed, the conibinalioiiH 
of employees and employed, and the con- 
ditions of lalior, which have been raised 
during the recent trade disputes in tlie 
United Kingdom ; and they are to report 
wliethcr legislation can, with advantage, be 
directed to the remedy of any evils that 
may be discovered, and, if so, in what man- 
ner." 

This is a very wide field of en(|uiiy. 
The subjects contained in it are 
of the first importance, not to 
the people of Great Britain only, 
but to the inlmbitania of the whole 
civilized world. The British Labor Com- 
mission, therefore, will not be working for 
the subjects of (Jueen Victoria in the Brit- 
ish Islands alone, but for their fellow sub- 
jects in all the colonies, and for the subjects 
of all sovereigns and the citizens of all re- 
publica. The lubor question is essentially 
the same in every country, and if the 
Iiritish Labor Commission discovers some 
way of bringing employers and employed 
closer together, and ot making tho disputes 
bi'twceii them easier of adjustment, every 
country in the world will bo benefitted by 
its labors. 

That it will do its work thoroughly there 
is no doubt. It is composed of workingmcn 
in the wiilest and best sense of the term, 
livery man on tho Commission is a worker, 
und a worker, in his sphere of labor, of 
known ability. 

Capital and labor, us might be expected, 



are both represented on this commission. 
Thero are on it statesmen of both parties, 
eminent political economists, pliilantbrop- 
ists and men who have distinguished them- 
selves as tho advocates ot labor. Tho groat 
branches of industry are all represented 
on tho commission, and, to keep it right on 
matters of law, tho Government have up- 
pointed Sir Frederick Pollock, an eminonti 
lawyer, who has written a work on contracts 
which is looked upon by the profession iia 
anuutliority, one of its iiienibers. Eaeli of the 
three kingdoms is represented on the com- 
mission by able men. It may, therefore, 
be regarded in every respect a representa- 
tiye body, well qualified . to deal ... with the 
labor question in all its pboses. 

A SENSELESS STA TE:^ENT '. 

Last evening tho Times said: ".Wo un- 
derstand that the Colonel (Prior) conferred 
with Mr. Milne as to ^what was wanted 
in the shape of iv custom house. Is it nccos- 
sary to remind the Colonel that unless the 
subsidized steamers discharge . Victoria 
freight at Victoria, the present custom 
house will suflioc? " This is silly and un- 
truthful, and proves that our evening con- 
temporary is indulging in its old habit of 
statements before looking into the facts on 
%vhioh it comments. Tho custom house has 
long been inadequate for the trade ' of the 
port, which is constantly increasing. A 
public building for customs and post-ollice, 
costing a quarter of a million at leuat, 
would probably meet the city's re(|uire- 
ments for some years to come. 
There are no too opinions that 
the steamships from the Orient and the 
Antipodes should disohargo Viotoria freight 
in Victoria, and this the owners of tho 
boats will undoubtedly bo forced to do if 
they do not grasp the situation anil take 
the initiative in the mutter. Victoria 
freight taken on a round trip to Vancouver, 
as at present, for the purpose of furnisliing 
extra work for Vancouver laborers and 
!o;al boats, pays customs charges in thi.s 
city, and if the foolisli policy of taking it on 
the round trip is continued it will not detri- 
mentally affect the Victoria customs. 8ineo 
tho election the Times has viewed every- 
tliing from a jaundiced standpoint — neither 
edifying to its readers nor beneficial to \'ic-

k Portland Woman Baraed to a Crisp Wbile 
. Bmoktnsr In Bed.

Valparaiso strongly Fortified-Coquim- 
bo Surrenders to the; lnsiir},'t'uts— 
Scheme to t."ai)tiire Balnuiccda- 

CALiAO, April 5.— It is stated that the 
government forces retiring to Calamet have 
revolted, aud that the ofiicers fled towards 
Bolivia. 

The English steamer Piiuo arrived hero 
this piorning. When slic left Valparaiso, 
March 21, the rebels occupied Autufoguata. 
It is presumed ihat Colonel Coinua, with 
his forces, marched towards Arica. Wher- 
ever these men may he, however, they are 
in a precarious po-ition, having no nieaiia of 
transport and being without water and pro- 
visions. 

^ Valparaiso has been converted into lui 
arsenal. Many of the cuns captured in Cal- 
lao during the loat war aave been mounted. 
Three compauiea of tho' Qaillota regiment 
revolted at Quillota, but. the "revolt was sup- 
pressed and tho leaders were shot. 

After the fight at Pozb Almonte, the vic- 
torious troons became disorderly aud sacked 
the tiiwn. 'Wtfmen wjd girls were abused 
, and some murdered. The trooiw once fired 
with drink, lust and rapine, rioting com- 
menced among them, and f^oon the torch was 
applied and three blocks were destroyed, 
while the strife continued, and the full of 
men ut the hauila of their comrades in 
rupino acconipanied the crushing fall of 
walla. Lubi.reid frinn the nitrate fields 
took part in the work of dtstruction and 
eagerly seized the rifles and cartridgca of 
the soldiers «lm fell. Tho soldiers found 
themselves unable to exercise the least 
authority over llie men. 

Nrw York, May "2 — A letter from San- 
tiago, Chili, (Int. d' April 1, says: An iu- 
surgent'o scheme to capture President 15al- 
muccda and his entire cabinet luis just beeu 
exposed. The shiiJ and transports contain- 
ing u large force was to proceed to Valpiir- 
aiao, and upon their arrival an otiieor was 

V , to have been sent with a flag of ti uce to the 
mayor of Val|)araian. He was directed to 
say that ho and his followers hind resolved 
to leave tiie rebels and had come tn s 
icr to the govei-nim-nt. The governnieiit, 
it was supposed, would naturally accept the 
proposals and the tronpj on board the tran 
porta would be lauded aud tliatrihuted in 
Valparaiso. A cruiser would, it was ex- 
pected, be sent north to fight the rebtd: 
As tho rebels would have landed between 
2,000 and 3,000 men from thosliip, the 
cruiser was safe to proceed northward. 

The subsequent part of the plan was still 
bolder than the begiuning. Balmaceda waf 
expected to arrive in Valparaiso on Febru 
ury i!8, and it was upon that day that tho 
city was to be surprised. At 11 o'clock 
that night the lately landed troops in the 
city would revolt aud proceed to the gov 

: ornmont palace, where Balmaceda and his 

I ministers were sleeping, and capture them. 
While this was going on the cruiser, which 

I had been in the meahtinie lying outside 

! tho bay, would come into the harbor and 
bombard the town, at the same time land- 
ing all her available forces to co-operate 
with the rebels in ,the city. This neatly 
laid plan, I have been able to discover, has 
been frustrated by the capture of important 
mails on board. the steamer Valdiva. - .The 
docanientaiikmed-'t&e''r^mente bf^hie-gaf 
risen thatlwonld'^bej^ost?^ likely ' to .revolt;

flhe news has just been received hero 
th^lt the city of Coquimbo has surrendered 
to the insurgents.
